At  a  recent  Headmaster's  Gathering,  Mr.  Robertson  spoke  about  community.  In  his  talk  he  said  that  a  society  such  as  Shawnigan  can  only 
exist  if  people  support  and  care  for  one  another.  This  surely  is  the  primary  role  of  the  Chapel,  for  it  is  here  that  we  meet  as  the 
Shawnigan  family  to  share  our  joys,  sorrows  and  hopes.  The  Chapel  is  the  physical  and  spiritual  centre  of  our  school.
